A CLEARING HOUSE FOR INFORMATION. 
ASSISTANCE TO BRITISH TRADERS. 


Though the wide ramifications of its overseas intelligence 
service the Department of Overseas Trade receives a constant 
flow of valuable information from all important overseas 
markets, covering all commercial subjects of interest to British 
traders engaged in export trade. This information is collated 
and is sent to any British trader likely to be interested. 

Special enquiries are instituted in response to direct requests 
for information, if such information is not already in the posses- 
sion of the Department. 

As indicating the nature of the information which the Depart- 
ment is in a position to supply, mention may be made of the 
following :—Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender, and 
other openings for British trade; existing and probable future 
demand for specific lines of British goods; the extent and 
nature of competition and the best methods of meeting it; usual 
methods of business, terms of credit, payment, etc.; agency 
conditions ; Customs Regulations and Tariffs ; Regulations cover- 
ing Commercial Travellers, Certificates of Origin, etc. ; sources 
of supply, prices, etc., of trade products; Shipping and Trans- 
port, etc. The Department also supplies lists of names of likely 
importers of British goods or of firms or individuals considered 
suitable to act as representatives or agents of British firms. 


CO-OPERATION WITH THE COMMERCIAL COMMUNITY. 

The aim of the Department is to co-operate as closely as 
possible with the commercial community in its efforts to rebuild 
and, where feasible, to increase its pre-war export trade. 
Officers of the Department, both from Overseas and from Head- 
quarters, visit periodically Chambers of Commerce in the indus- 
trial centres of the Kingdom, in order to keep in close touch 
with business men. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION IN OVERSEAS MARKETS, 

For a trader successfully to compete in foreign markets, it is 
necessary that he should know the goods which competitors are 
offering. The Department has, therefore, formed a very exten- 
sive collection, which is being constantly increased, of samples 
of foreign competitive goods and commercial products. Over 
70,000 such samples are now available for inspection by British 
traders at the Department’s Showrooms, 7 to 11, Old Bailey, 





E.€. Advertising plays a large part in export as in home trade, 
and the Department has collected over 16,000 foreign trade 
catalogues (including German and Austrian) which may also be 
inspected at the above address. The collection has been 
efficiently indexed under both Articles of Manufacture and 
Names of Manufacturers. 


THE BRITISH TRADER ABROAD. 

Representatives of British firms, when travelling abroad, can 
obtain much valuable information from a man who is in close 
daily contact with the commercial life of the country concerned. 
British firms should, therefore, instruct their travelling repre- 
sentatives to call upon H.M. Commercial Diplomatic Officers in 
foreign countries, or H.M. Trade Commissioners in the coun- 
tries of the Empire, who will give them first-hand unbiassed 
information, and will do all in their power to assist them in 
their business. 

FAIRS AND EXHIBITIONS. 

The Department organises the annual British Industries Fair, 
at which British manufacturers and producers have the oppor- 
tunity of displaying their goods before the buyers of all 
nations. The Fair is held for a period of two weeks during 
February and March. 

The Department, in addition to organising exhibitions of 
foreign samples (see above), studies and initiates projects for 
commercial exhibitions of various kinds. 


CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 

One of the most important services rendered by the Depart- 
ment is the supply of confidential information regarding trade 
openings and other matters likely to be of interest to manv- 
facturers and merchants. This is done chiefly by means of the 
Special Register, concerning which details are given below.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR TRADE IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 
THE DEPARTMENT’S SPECIAL REGISTER SERVICE. 


The trader who has at his command a sure and prompt 
supply of information concerning possible developments in coun- 
tries abroad, or any other specific openings for British trade, 
is in an immeasurably more favourable position for securing 
business than he who depends for his information upon publica- 
tion of the news. The one receives a considerable start in the 
competitive race, while the other suffers a handicap which, in 
very many cases, practically nullifies his chances of securing the 
business. on 

Information of this kind is reaching the Department of 
Overseas Trade in increasing volume from its commercial repre- 
sentatives, who are now stationed in every important market 
abroad. British firms wishing to make sure of receiving infor- 
mation of interest to them should enrol themselves on the 
Special Register of the Department. 

Publicity is, of course, given in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ or in the Trade press to many of the reports received 
by the Department. A great mass of the information coming to 
the Department cannot, however, be so treated because of its 
confidential or semi-confidential character. When a report relates 
to a specific opening for trade or to some other matter upon 
which it is desirable that British firms should have advance 
information, it is sent by means of the Special Register Service 
to all those firms to which it is likely to be of interest. 

The Special Register comprises, at present, the names of 
some 3,500 British firms, manufacturing or dealing in British 
goods. These firms are grouped and classified according to 
both the nature of the goods and the markets in which they are 
interested, thus facilitating the despatch of relative information 
and avoiding as far as possible the receipt of particulars which 
are of no interest to them. At the same time it is thought 
desirable to send the firms too much rather than too little so as 
to ensure that they get all news which is of use to them. 

The fee for admission to the Special Register is £2 4s. 6d. per 
annum, and, in return for this subscription, the firms who have 
enrolled themselves not only get the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
every week, but they are assured of obtaining promptly, by 
means of the Special Register Series of confidential circulars, 
every report or item of news likely to concern them. Sometimes 
these reports contain advance information which subsequently 
becomes generally known. Frequently they contain information 
which it is desired to keep confidential, so that British firms may 
reap full benefit from it. 





| AMOUNT OF INFORMATION SUPPLIED. 

The amount of information supplied to the various trades 
naturally differs, but some idea of the aggregate volume of 
information disseminated through this Service may be gained 
when it is stated that the average number of Special Register 
Circulars distributed during a quarter ranges between 300 and 
400. 

VALUE OF INFORMATION RECEIVED, 

It is obviosuly impossible to measure in pounds, shillings and 
ence the value to British firm ; of the information thus received. 
n cases where business results, the actual value of the trans- 

action in question may be great or small, but there is ample 
evidence that long-lasting and profitable business connections 
frequently owe their inception to an initial transaction due to 
information received through this Service. 

Were it desirable to do so, a large number of cases could be 
cited in which useful and valuable business has resulted from 
action taken by British firms on information sent to them 
through the Special Register Service. 


QUALIFICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP, 

Any United Kingdom firm engaged in the export trade supply- 
ing goods solely or mainly of United Kingdom production is 
eligible for admission to the Special Register. 

The Register is not open to non-British traders. 

As stated above, the fee for admission to the Register is 
£2 4s. 6d. per annum, which includes the annual subscription 
to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal.’’ 

Those British firms who desire their names to be included on 
the Special Register should communicate with the Comptroller- 
General, Department of Overseas Trade (Development and 
Intelligence), 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.

APPARATUS FOR RESCUE 


WORK. 

‘The Secretary for Mines gives notice that a type 
of breathing apparatus known as the ‘‘ Proto ”’ 
Mine Rescue Apparatus, manufactured by Messrs. 
Siebe Gorman and Company, Limited, at their Nep- 
tune Works, 187, Westminster Bridge Road, London, 
S.E.1, has passed the official tests and that 
the Board of Trade have decided to approve this 
type of apparatus in pursuance of No. 11 of the 
(reneral Regulations, dated 80th July, 1920, for use 
at rescue stations and mines. 

The Approving Order containing a specification 
and drawings of the apparatus is in preparation and 
will be made and published shortly. 

In certain respects the type of apparatus approved 
differs from the type of ‘‘ Proto ’’ apparatus now in 
use in mines and rescue stations. The approval does 
not, therefore, extend to ‘* Proto ’’’ apparatus at 
present in use, but the manufacturers of the appara- 
tus will be authorised to convert such apparatus 
into apparatus of the approved type.

COMMERCIAL COURTS OF APPEAL IN SYRIA. 


The Board of Trade has been informed by H.M. 
Consul-General at Beyrout that by an Arrété, No. 


.1094, of 4th November, mixed Commercial Courts 
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of Appeal have been established in Syria and 
Lebanon. Following is a translation of the Arreteé: 

Article I.—In future the appeal from judgments given 
in the first instance by the Mixed Commercial Courts of 
Syria and Lebanon, which were formerly presented to the 
first Chamber of the Mixed Commercial Court of Con- 
stantinople, will be brought before the respective Courts 
of appeal of Syria and Lebanon, constituted in mixed 
form in accordance with the provisions of the Capitulary 
Regimen. 

Article I1.— Judgments thus given by those Courts wiil 
be definite and not entitled to petition of appeal. 

Article III.—The Secretary-General of the High Com- 
missariat, the Governor of Great Lebanon, the delegates 
of the High Commissioner for the States of Damascus and 
Aleppo, and the Administrator of the Alaouites, are 
charged with the execution of this Order as far as it 
coucerns each one of them.

PANAMA AND COSTA RICA. 





REPORTS FROM H.M. REPRESENTATIVES. 


The Republic of Panama, itself of no great 
commercial importance, includes within its boun- 
daries the very important Canal Zone through which 
passes the Panama Canal. As soon as the Republic 
had been established, and had been recognised by 
the United States in November, 1903, the use of 
the Canal Zone—five miles wide on each side of 
the Canal route, except the cities of Colon and 
Panama—was granted in perpetuity to the United 
States, which exercise full control within the Zone. 
This very close association necessarily gives to the 
United Siates a commanding position in regard to 
such trade as the Republic possesses apart from the 
Canal. There are large numbers of Americans 
livine in the Zone, the Canal forms the main line 
of communication for the United States Fleet on 
its passage between the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, 
and trade follows the course which might be ex- 
pected of it; the import trade is practically an 
American monopoly. Still, the monopoly 1s not 
absolute; there are some purchases from the United 
Kingdom, amone which may be mentioned beer and 
spirits, textiles and woollens, chinaware and soap. 
‘The principal exports of the Republic are bananas, 
coconuts, and other tropical produce. 





Britisu OpportunitikEs. 


It is difficult, says H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at 
Panama (Mr. Constantine Graham), to put forward 
any specific suggestions as to commodities which 
British manufacturers should attempt to place on 
the Panama market. The whole market is so much 
prejudiced in favour of United States products that 
the extension of British trade with the Republic 
is apt to prove rather difficult. It should, of course, 
be understood that, outside of the Canal Zone, the 
erveater proportion of would-be consumers are not 
wealthy, and therefore, if a market is to be found 
for articles of British manufacture, it is essential 
that prices should be moderate. Bearing this fact 
in mind, it might be possible tu find openings for 
the following classes of goods :—darthenware and 
elassware, stationery, leather goods, tools, matches, 
household fittings, cutlery (stainless). 

(ne special point to be borne in mind is the great 
humidity of the atmosphere practically throughout 
the year; and British manufacturers of goods likely 
to deteriorate in a damp elimate should be 
extremely careful as to packing. At present great 
efforts are being made to increase imports from 
Germany, such commodities as crockery, soap, toys, 
and cutlery being freely offered at prices which 
other countries cannot compete with, owing prin- 
cipally to the depreciation of the mark. 


Moror TRANSPORT. 


The splendid system of roads constructed by the 
United States Government in the Canal Zone has 
viven rise to very extensive motor traffic. Com- 
mercial motoring is, however, curtailed by the 
absence of through road communication across the 
Isthmus. Apart from: Government vehicles, there 
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are very numerous private cars and hired vehicles, 
practically all of United States manufacture. 
There are a few French and Italian cars (Fats), 
but no British automobiles on the Isthmus. 
American manufacturers have local agents supplied 
with spare parts and experienced repairers, and no 
British ear not similarly equipped could find a 
market here. At present the short distances and 
easy gradients are in favour of a light and cheap 
type of car of low horse power, and the trying 
climate and inferior fuel, which give rise to speedy 
deterioration, militate against the introduction of 
powerful and expensive vehicles of the finer grades. 
The new roads of which construction is now under 
way in the Republic should give rise eventually to a 
considerable extension of motor traffic in the almost 
total absence of railroads in the interior. 
COSTA RICA. 

Although the Report upon the Republic of Costa 
Riea by the Acting British Consul at San José (Mr. 
I’. N. Cox) was not closed until September of this 
year, the complete trade figures for 1919 had not 
been issued and those for 1920 had not even been 
prepared by the Government Statistical Office. It 
has not therefore been possible for him to give 
a detailed study to the import trade of the 
Republic. 

The total value of merchandise imported last 
year increased by 127 per cent. to £3,386,221, the 
largest value in Costa Rican history. As in the case 
of other and more important countries, the mer- 
chants of Costa Rica much over bought in 1920, 
and when prices heavily fell, they were left with a 
large quantity of high-priced goods on their hands. 
The United States in that year contributed 52 per 
cent. of the imports, the British Empire 142 per 
cent., and Germany 134 per cent. The United 
States’ figures showed a decrease of 19°4 in their 
percentage of the total trade, while those of the 
United Kingdom and British Possessions advanced 
by 73 and those of Germany by 13°3. The decrease 
in the value of imports, by percentage, from the 
United States, and the two increases above noted, 
were due to the re-opening of European markets, 
and the lower exchange rates due to depreciated 
values of European moneys; an additional reason, 
in the case of German goods, is the facility for 
direct shipment from Amsterdam, afforded by the 
steamers of the Royal Dutch West Indies Line, 
which now eall at Lamon. 

The value of imports from the United Kingdom 
and Colonies in 1920 amounted to £518,088, an in- 
crease of £540,725, or 52°05 per cent. on the corre- 
sponding value in 1919; this increase is in part due 
to the full effect of the re-opening of the British 
market, which was not felt until 1920, as well as to 
ny increased value of goods imported in 
JU. Fhe gross weight of imports from the United 
Kingdom in 1920 was 2,328 metrie tons as against 
791 metric tons in 1919.

NEW ZEALAND'S EXPORT TRADE. 








VALUE OF AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE. 

Lhe Department of Tmperial Government 
Supplies of New Zealand was responsible during the 
period Mareh, 1915, to March of this year for 
organising the supply of agricultural produce 
to this and other countries to the value of 
£158,576,644. ‘This represents an average annual 
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export of agricultural products of £22,500,000, or 
£18 per head of a population of a million and a 
quarter. It is a record of which the Dominion is 
justly proud as prices were subject to agreement 
with the Imperial Government from time to time, 
and were fixed within the limits of open market 
prices, had there been any considerable facilities 
for unrestricted trade at the time. 

While the figures are of interest in illustrating 
the Dominion’s contribution of food and essential 
raw materials in a period of crisis, they are far more 
important to-day as an indication of health and 
strength for international trade in the present and 
future.

SHEEP-SKINS. 


The purchase of sheep-skins was extended, as in 
the case of wool, to cover all sheep-skins delivered 
into brokers’ stores up to 30th September, 1920, and 
all such skins were appraised and paid for on behalf 
of the Imperial Government. 


The total number of skins purchased and distri- 
buted to fellmongers was 7,666,864, for which 
£3,279,499 was paid, including cost of fellmonger- 
ing, transit charges, ete.

SHIPPING. 

Very great efforts were made during the year to 
effect a clearance of the freezing-works before 
the new season under free trading-conditions 
columenced, 
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The delay owing to labour troubles in opening 
the freezing season extended the opportunities for 
lifting Imperial Government meat, and when the 
season commenced on 2nd January, 1921, stocks of 
Imperial meat in freezing-stores for which ship- 
ping-space had not been allocated amounted to only 
977,202 freight carecases (60 Ib.). 


During the months January to March, 1921, 
was necessary to devote only 355 per cent. of the 
insulated shipping-space available to Imperial 
refrigerated cargo, the balance being filled with free 
meat ard cheese.

CANADIAN TRADE WITH URUGUAY. 


Prior to 1918 Canadian exports to Uruguay were 
almost nominal in value, states the ‘ Weekly 
bulletin ’’ of the Department of Trade and Com- 
merce, Canada. From that year on to 1921, how- 
ever, they rose in value to one million dollars per 
annum. This eould be substantially increased 
without any very great effort on the part of the 
manufacturers concerned, It appears that the 
Uruguayan market does not receive attention com- 
mensurate with its iniportance, being overshadowed 
fo a certain extent by its neighbours, Argentina 
and Brazil. It is a eoemmon practice amongst 
Argentine manufacturers’ agents to claim that the 
Uruguavan market can satisfactorily be covered 
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from Buenos Aires, but this is not the case, as 
Montevideo importing houses undoubtedly prefer 
to do business with a resident local agent rather 
than with a man who comes over once in a while 
from Buenos Aires. Uruguay should therefore be 
treated as a market separate and distinct from 
Argentina. Exports from Canadian ports to Monte- 
video during the past year or so have included 
spruce, white pine, oak, newsprint, agricultural 
implements, malt, barbed wire, automobiles, bis- 
cuits, chocolates, enamelled w are, and rubber goods, 





INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS IN NEW SOUTH 
WALES. : 


The Acting High Commissioner in London for the 
Commonwealth of Australia states that the New 
South Wales Government Statistician has issued a 
Report showing that, notwithstanding the difficul- 
ties of recent years, industrial business in the State 
is expanding. The number of employees for 
1919-20 showed an increase of 16,865 over the 
previous year. The value of the output Increased 
from £104,803,081 to £125,213,480. The differ- 
ence of £18,410,399 is accounted for by an increase 
of £13,451,045 in cost of raw material, and an 
increase of £2,714,921 in the value of machinery, 
plus the increase of wages. 





SWEDISH IMPORT POLICY. 


The Customs and Treaty Committee were directed 
by the Swedish (tovernment last summer to enquire 
into the practicability of imposing differential duties 
avainst countries with depreciated currencies, in 
order to protect home industries. The Committee, 
states H.M. Minister at Stockholm, have recently 
presented to the Government a unanimous report 
advising against the imposition of such duties under 
present conditions, but recommending that legisla- 
tion should be prepared to meet possible emer- 
vencies. The Government have now instructed the 
Committee to supplement their investigations in 
certain respects, and to make more detailed recom- 
mendations in regard to the proposed emergency 
legislation. 

In supporting their recommendations the Com- 
mittee point out that it is extremely difficult, if 
not impossible, to determine in what cases, and to 
what extent, ‘‘ dumping ”’ (the term to be under- 
stood with reference to the foreign exchanges) has 
hitherto occurred in Sweden. The Committee con- 
fine themselves to stating that, in their opinion, 
‘dumping ’’ has latterly occurred in a certain 
measure from Germany, and that home industries 
have ‘* possibly ’’ been thereby seriously injured. 
At the same time the Committee express the opinion 
that the ‘‘ dumping,’’ the existence of which thev 
consider ** probable,’’ has contributed to the general 
fall in prices which is the principal cause of depres- 
sion In all branches. The Committee believe that, 
even if it were possible to draw up ‘ technically 
satisfactory ’’ legislation, it would entail grave 
drawbacks, and, “broadly speaking, would merely 
benefit individual home industries. 

Possibly differential duties might indirectly be 
advantageous also to other brane hes of industr v and 
trade by conducing to check the general fall of 
prices; but they would at the same time entail direct 
disadvantages to the export industries and to those 
home industries which were not protected by the 
duties. | 

From the viewpoints of commercial policy and 
a to foreign countries, the Committee have 
come to the conclusion that.“ Important cireum- 
stances exist which render it advisable to exercise 
caution,’’ 
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Whilst thus advising against the imposition of 
differential duties at the present time, the Com- 
mittee reckon with the possibility that the situation 
may possibly change so as to render the need of 
such duties imperative. They suggest, accordingly, 
that legislation should be prepared in time to meet 
ehiergencies. 

The Committee announce that they are preparing 
a special report on the question of the introduction 
of double Customs ‘Tariffs. 

One of the members of the Committee, Professor 
Davidson, in a special statement expresses the view 
that, as regards the future, Sweden ought to be 
euided in this matter by the action of foreign coun- 
tries, and lays stress on the importance of preparing 
emergency legislation. 





FORMOSAN RICE CROP. 


The official estimate of the second Formosan rice 
crop for 1921 places the area under this cereal at 
689,700 acres, and the yield at 12,190,000 bushels, 
states the Acting British Consul at Tamsui. 

As compared with the 1920 second crop, which 
vielded 12,246,000 bushels, this figure represents a 
decrease of 56,000 bushels, or ‘04 per cent. Taking 
an average crop for the past five vears (11,670,000 
bushels), it shows an increase of 520,000 bushels, or 
4°2 per cent. 

Rain was insufficient at the season for planting 
out the young rice, and insect pests, cool weather, 
and storms have contributed to the decrease 
anticipated, 





MONOPOLIES IN ECUADOR. 

In 1920 the Keuadorean Congress passed a Law 
authorising the Government to create monopolies 
in aleohol, spirits, cane spirit, tobacco, explosives, 
cigarette paper, and matches. No action was taken, 
however, under this Law, and in order to facilitate 
its enforcement the Congress which has recently 
adjourned passed an amending Law which was 
sanctioned by the President on Lith October last. 
The Executive is now authorised to enter into a 
contract with any person or company as conces- 
sionalve in respect of a monopoly of the articles 
referred to. The contractor is to furnish the neces- 
sary capital for working the monopoly, and is to 
be entitled, after deducting the expenses of 
administration, to a commission not exceeding 15 
per cent. during the first three years, 12 per cent. 
in the next three vears, and 10 per cent. thereafter ; 
the contract to be in foree for not more than ten 
years.

FOREIGN TRADE IN OCTOBER. 


(From H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner.) 
CALCUTTA. 

According to the returns published by the Department of 
Statistics, imports showed an increase in October, 1921, 
and amounted to 233 crores of rupees as against 19% crores 
of rupees in September, 1921. Exports were, however, less 
by 1,76 lakhs of rupees than in the preceding month, and 
amounted to over 17 crores of rupees, and re-exports were 
valued at 1,06 lakhs of rupees as against 1,07 lakhs of 
rupees. These figures were less than those in the corre- 
sponding month of last year, and were equal to a fall of 26 
per cent. in imports, 10 per cent. in exports, and nearly 
42 per cent. in re-exports. 





BALANCE OF TRADE. 

Measured by the statistics of merchandise, treasure, 
council bills, enfaced rupee paper, ete., the balance of 
trade, after being in favour of India during the last three 
months, was against India to the extent of no less than 
8,65 lakhs of rupees in October, 1921, as against a favour- 
able balance of 93 lakhs of rupees during September, 1921, 
and an adverse balance amounting to 10,68 lakhs of rupees 
in the month of October last year. Treasure on private 
account showed a net import of 3,323 lakhs of rupees, as 
compared with a net export of 64 lakhs of rupees in the 
preceding month, and of 4 lakhs of rupees in the corre- 
sponding month of last year.

CHANGES IN IMPORTS. 


As compared with October, 1920, the imports of food, 
drink, and tobacco and of raw materials increased by 44 
lakhs of rupees and 23 lakhs of rupees respectively, while 
manufactured articles fell by 8,69 lakhs of rupees. Of 
articles of food, drink, and tobacco, sugar 16 D.S. and 
above rose by 58 lakhs of rupees, with an increase of 71,200 
tons in quantity. Over 16,000 tons of Australian wheat 
were imported into India and accounted for an increase 
of 36 lakhs of rupees in this category. The decrease in 
manufactured articles is distributed over almost all the 
items comprised in this group, except machinery and mill- 
work, and railway plant and rolling stock, which increased 
by 53 and 59 lakhs of rupees respectively. Cotton manu- 
factures declined by nearly 4 crores of rupees, and metals 
and motor vehicles by 1 crore of rupees each. 

VARIATION IN Exports. 

As regards the exports of Indian produce, food, drink, 
and tobacco, compared with October, 1920, increased by 
nearly 98 lakhs of rupees, chiefly due to the larger ship- 
ments of tea, while raw materials and manufactured 
articles declined by 15 and 2,76 lakhs of rupees respectively. 
Of articles of food, drink, and tobacco, exports of tea 
showed an increase of nearly 14 million Ib. in quantity and 
1,37 lakhs of rupees in value. Under raw materials there 
was an increase of 1,93 lakhs of rupees in the exports of 
raw cotton, chiefly to Japan, but this was more than 
counter-balanced by decrease in seeds (—Rs. 1,44 lakhs) 
and raw jute (—Rs. 62 lakhs). In manufactured goods, 
jute gunny bags and gunny cloth alone are responsible for 
a decrease of 2,03 lakhs of rupees.

TRADE WITH THE UNITED KinepoM, UNITED STATES AND 
JAPAN. 

The United Kingdom had 57 per cent. of the imports in 
October, 1921, as against nearly 55 per cent. in the preced- 
ing month, while 25 per cent. of the exports went to the 
United Kingdom as against 21 per cent. in September, 
1921. 

The shares of Japan and the United States were 2:7 per 
cent. and 6-6 per cent. respectively under imports, and 
13°5 per cent. and 10°6 per cent. under exports. 

MOoveEeMENT OF SHIPPING. 

The tonnage of vessels entered with cargoes at ports in 
British India from foreign countries and British posses- 
sions during the month of October, 1921, amounted to 
641,000 as against 568,000 in September, 1921, and 669,000 
in the corresponding month of last year. The tonnage of 
vessels cleared with cargoes was 494,000 in October, 1921, 
compared with 509,000 in the preceding month and 562,000 
in October, 1920. 





CHIEF SOURCES OF IMPORTS, APRIL- 
SEPTEMBER. 
(From HM. Senior Trade Commissioner.) 
CALCUTTA. 

A summary is given below of the values of certain of the 
principal imports into British India during the six months 
April-September, 1921, from the United Kingdom, the 
United States, and Japan. The outstanding features are 
a considerable falling off in all imports with the exception 
ot machinery and railway plant, which have attained record 
figures. The imports of cotton textiles are considerably re- 
duced from all sources, including Japan. German competi- 
tion is becoming much more noticeable in dyestuffs (Ger- 
many heads the list of suppliers during the six months), 
glass and glassware, hardware, machinery, and certain lines 
of steel. Belgium ts rapidly regaining her position in the 
supply of all kinds of iron and steel. The relative position 
of the United States remains approximately unchanged, 
the United Kingdom, the United States, and Japan being 
equally affected by the heavy decline in the import trade.

IMPORTS FROM OTHER COUNTRIES. 


Taking the items in the order in which they are shown 
above, it may be noted that apparel (excluding hosiery and 
footwear) to the value of Rs. 1,289,000 was imported from 
france during the period under review, and to the value 
of Rs. 340,000 trom Italy. 

Cement valued at Rs. 652,000 was received from China, 
and coal valued at Rs. 7,025,000 from Natal. 

Germany sent dyes obtained from coal tar to the value 
of Rs. 5,156,000, and Switzerland dyes valued at Rs. 800,000. 
Of glass and glassware Germany sent goods to the value of 
Rs. 1,567,000, and Belgium goods worth Rs. 970,000. Ger- 
many’s share of the imports of hardware (excluding cutlery 
and electro-plated ware) was Rs. 2 ,462,000, and her propor- 
tion of the machinery and millwork imported was valued 
at Rs. 2,920,000, but wrought tubes, pipes, and fittings from 
Germany amounted to only Rs. 380,000 in value, and bar 
and channel steel to but Rs. 1,141,000 as against Belgian 
imports valued at Rs. 9,683,000. 

Provisions and oilman’s stores were imported from the 
Straits Settlements to the value of Rs. 1,892,060, and from 
the Netherlands to the value of Rs. 1, 150 O00. 
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Kenya Colony contributed raw cotton to the value of 
Rs. 7,007, and Switzerland twist and yarn to the value of 
Rs. 898,000. 

The Netherlands supplied white (bleached) piece-goods 
to the value of Rs. 1,368,000, and printed or dyed piece- 
goods worth Rs. 2,271,000. Silk manufactures (piece-goods) 
were supplied by China to the value of Rs. 6,871,000 during 
the period under review. 


CANADA. 
FOREIGN TRADE, APRIL-OCTOBER. 


The summary of the trade of Canada for October of this 
year shows that imports for consumption were valued at 
59, 518,248 dols., as against 105,770,037 dols. in October, 
1920, ‘and 91,910,477 dols. in October, 1919, states the 
‘‘ Weekly Bulletin’? of the Department of Trade and 
Commerce, Canada. 

Imports from the United Kingdom decreased by more 
than half, as compared with the corresponding month last 
vear (8,845,297 dols., against 17,433,186 dols.), and those 
from the United States showed a great falling off (42,325,585 
dols., against 76,893,990 dols.). 

Exports of Canadian produce for the month were valued 
at 79,941,682 dols., against 129,348,220 dols. in 1920. The 
exports to the United Kingdom showed an increase as 
compared with the corresponding period last yvear— 
35,488,931 dols., as against 23,728,546 dols.—those to the 
United States showed a remarkable falling off of 28,457,095 
dols., against 64,994,451 dols. in October, 1920. The follow- 
ing tables show the values of imports and exports by main

pared with September, 1920. Imports of oils, however, 
amounted to £240,170 as against £171,695.

According to a provisional estimate the value of Denmark’s 
inports from Germany during the first half of 1921 amounted 
to 206 million kr. The following table gives a comparison of 
these imports with the total imports during the years 1920

The value of imports from Germany was comparatively less 
during the first half of 1921 than in 1920—some part of the 
decrease must be ascribed to the fall in prices,. As the values 
of imports from other countries have decreased even more 
decidedly than imports from Germany, the share of that 
country in Denin.rk’s total import has risen from 16 per cent. 
to 26 per cent., as shown above. This figure, however, is con- 
siderably less than the corresponding figure for 1913, namely, 
38 per cent. Germany’s share of 13 per cent. in 1919 was the 
lowest figure reached at any time since the outbreak of the war. 

The decrease in the value of lmports from Germany in 1921 
is apparent in the majority of the various groups of goods, as 
shown i in the following table :—

TRADE BALANCE AND EXCHANGE RaATEs. 


Although the export trade has to a great extent been 
facilitated by the increased demand for timber and paper 
products on the markets of the world, a decisive influence 
has been exerted by the fact that the low rate of exchange 
on Finnish marks has enabled Finnish exporters to undersell 
their competitors in countries with a high currency, states 
the Finnish Central Chamber of Commerce “ Financial and 
Business Report.’? The excess of exports, lately increas- 
ing month by month, has resulted, however, in a flow of 
foreign currency into the country, whereby the demand for 
such currency to fill the needs of import has been satisfied. 
As the sales of wood goods were most frequent in August 
and September—the goods sold being paid for and shipped 
immediately—the favourable results of the trade balance 
during the past few months have coincided with those of the 
balance of payment. A consequence of this has been that 
the rate of exchange on Finnish marks has undergone a 
considerable improvement. The result is that the price- 
level in the country on some foodstuffs now shows a declin- 
ing tendency. This is especially the case with regard to cereal 
products, the fall in prices of these commodities on the 
markets of the world not now having been counteracted in 
inland by rising, but, on the contrary, furthered still more 
by falling rates of exchange on foreign currency.

WIRE ROPE EXPORT TRADE 
ORGANISATION. 


(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at 
Berlin.) 
COLOGNE. 

It is understood that the Wirtschaftliche Vereinigung 
Deutscher Drahtseilwerke, Diisseldorf, is endeavouring to 
establish a new organisation which shall regulate the sale of 
wire ropes abroad. The proposal, according to the 
‘‘ Frankfurter Zeitung,’’ is to the following effect :— 

Of the export orders obtained by the different works, the 
works which has obtained the order shall first of all receive 
a commission of 5 per cent. in the currency in which the 
order was given. Further, one-quarter of the order will be 
assigned for execution to the works in question, this quarter 
not being reckoned as part of the contingent. The other 
three-quarters of the order shall be distributed in such a 
way that 75 per cent. thereof shall be distributed amongst 
the works according to the number of workers employed 
at the end of 1919, and the remaining 25 per cent. shall be 
equally distributed amongst all works participating, no re- 
gard being taken as to the size of the works. 

This organisation would make it possible to put at the 
disposal of the State 70 per cent. of the foreign bills ob- 
tained through foreign orders, and furthermore, a_ stop 
would thus be put to the mutual underbidding of the works 
abroad, 
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POSITION OF THE WrrRE Rove INDusTRY. 


The position of the wire rope industry until now has been 
such that the almost ruinous competition outside has 
greatly hindered the obtaining of export orders in foreign 
currency, and, as a rule, forced down export prices almost 
to the level of home prices. 

Under the pressure of German competition, wire rope 
manufacturers were compelled last March to cease quoting 
in foreign currency, and to invoice the goods for export in 
marks. By this new organisation—as nearly all wire rope 
manufacturers belong to the Wirtschaftliche Vereini- 
gung—it will be possible to obtain better prices and the 
invoicing in foreign currency. It is stated that the wire 
rope industry, owing to the methods adopted by the large 
iron works in cancelling old contracts on the ground of 
strikes, has got into great difficulties. Large quantities of 
wire rope are being exported, however, and large consign- 
ments of iron wire and products made therefrom are being 
dispatched to Japan. 

German wire manufacturers are no longer accepting any 
new orders for home consumption as their books are full for 
the next three months, and consequently the wire working- 
up industry cannot cover its requirements to a sufficient 
extent, and is therefore not in a position to fix stable prices 
for new orders.

BERNE. 

According to statistics issued by the Federal Customs 
Department, the total value of imports into Switzerland 
during the first nine months of the present year was 
1,743,986,739 francs, as compared with 3,208,257,706 francs 
in the corresponding period of 1920. Exports from Switzer- 
land during the same period were valued at 1,639,439,648 
frances, as against 2,585,462,514 francs in the first nine 
months of last year. 

MoveMENT OF MintED GOLD. 


It may be of interest to note that one of the principal 
items which appears both in the import and export statis- 
tics is gold. Minted gold to the value of 301 million francs 
(not included in the figures given above) entered from 
Sweden, and out of a total export of 297 million francs, 
2786 million francs’ worth of unwrought gold was shipped 
to the United States. As.the value of the export of un- 
wrought gold is included in the total value of the Swiss 
export trade (1,639,439,648 francs), the decline in exports 
is all the more marked.

ALGERIA. 


RECENT INDUSTRIAL AND PUBLIC 
WORKS DEVELOPMENTS. 

On 27th June, 1914, the Conseil Supérieur in Algeria gave 
its approval to the principle of a loan for the execution of a 
vast programme of public works, which it was estimated 
would cost 450 million francs, states the Acting British 
Consul-General at Algiers in his Report on the Kconomic 
and Commercial Situation in Algeria (H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 2s. net). The war intervening, it was not until 
the end of 1918 that further administrative action was 
taken, when five Commissions were established with the 
object of studying the question afresh. It is estimated that 
the cost of the programme, as now approved by the advi- 
sory bodies, will be between 3,400 and 3,600 million francs, 
and that the works of more urgent necessity will take 
16 years to complete, and will cost 2,600 million frances. 
On 12th July, 1921, the French Parliament authorised 
Algeria to contract a loan of 1,600 million frances for the 
execution of these more urgent works; it is proposed to 
raise the remaining milliard francs through the Algerian 
Ordinary Budgets and by means of Reserve Fund sur- 
pluses. 











Harspour AND Port Works. 


he continuation of the works already commenced at 
Ténes, Mostaganem, Collo, and Bougie, and the inaugura- 
tion of extensive improvements at Nemours, are regarded as 
amongst the items calling for speedy attention. As regards 
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Bougie, a project of law authorising its Chamber of Com- 
merce to contract a loan for the purpose of the extension 
of the port has been laid before the Chamber of Deputies 
in Paris. The commencement of the works proposed at 
Oran is not contemplated prior to 1923. As regards the 
port of Algiers, a Law signed by the President of the 
French Republic on 21st April, 1921, approved the _ pro- 
gramme for the extension of the port towards the south- 
east; the plans comprise the creation of an outer harbour 
and the construction of two basins to be covered on the 
sea-side by a jetty-mole and divided into successive docks; 
the cost is estimated at 162,500,000 francs, of which the 
Chamber of Commerce has to provide 142,500,000 (for which 
it is authorised to raise loans redeemable within 90 years), 
and the colony 20,000,000, to be met from the annual 
Budgets. The Service des Ponts et Chaussées is about to 
commence certain preliminary operations whilst the finan- 
cial arrangements are being concluded, and it is anticipated 
that the first contracts will be awarded in 1922. The pro- 
longation of the spur to the south of the Grand Mole is to 
be undertaken very shortly. The equipment of the port 
will be augmented towards the beginning of 1922 by two 
three-ton electric cranes, out of four originally ordered in 
i914; later, the Grand Mole will receive 24 other cranes, 
the exact nature of which is to be decided in the light of the 
experience to be gained of the working of the two electric 
cranes already referred to; in addition, four floating steam 
cranes have lately been introduced. 
PrerRoL AND PARAFFIN Depots. 

The establishment of petrol and paraffin depots in the 
Arriere Port de VAgha, and of installations connected 
therewith, has been sanctioned, and is shortly to be pro- 
ceeded with. With regard to the provision of oil for ship- 
ping and general purposes, it has been decided to submit 
to tender, for the construction of oil reservoirs, three areas 
on the Quai Sud of the Grand Mole de l’Agha, and it is 
auticipated that the adjudication will take place during the 
month of October, 1921; an oil depot is also to be estab- 
lished on an adjoining area. In addition, land has been 
acquired at Fort-de-l’ Kau, opposite Algiers, on the Bay of 
Algiers, and a programme of considerable proportions is 
contemplated there with a view to meeting the demands 
for oil fuel. Finally, there was an interesting arrival on 
the 22nd May, 1921, in the shape of an oil-tank ship of 
1,250 tons, which constitutes a floating cistern for the 
supply of oil to the shipping in the port. 

SUBMARINE CABLE SERVICES. 

The deficiencies of the submarine cable services between 
France and North Africa have been the subject of much 
wudverse comment, and it 1s understood that steps are about 
to be taken to remedy them. ‘The Budget proposals for 1922 
include a credit for the laying of a submarine cable be- 
tween Philippeville and Marseilles, which will probably be 
established during the vear 1922, providing the French 
Parliament votes the necessary credits. In addition, the 
establishment of a submarine cable between Marseilles and 
Oran is contemplated for 1923.

For many years past the export of hides from the Argen- 
tine Republic has averaged some 5,000,000 annually, of 
which over 3,000,000 were wet salted hides from the meat- 
freezing establishments and the remainder dry hides; but 
sales have been increasingly difficult since 1919, and prices 
low, states the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Buenos Aires in his Report on the Financial and Kconomic 
Conditions in the Argentine Republic (H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 2s. net). Moreover, shipments of hides were 
especially handicapped by labour difficulties in the port of 
Buenos Aires due to boycotts instituted by labour organisa- 
tions, which even went to the extent of imposing fees for 
granting permission to handle and export goods. The United 
States is the principal market. Before the war the bulk 
of the export trade to Europe in Argentine hides was in 
German hands, with Hamburg as a distributing centre to 
the neighbouring countries. After the outbreak of war 
direct shipments were made to Scandinavian countries, and 
these have continued, as the business is well established in 
strong hands and served by direct steamship communica- 
tions. During the war the Allied Governments readily 
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took up the output of salted hides, of which record ship- 


ments were made to the United Kingdom. 


The number 


of dry hides exported during the first six months of 1921 
was 268,033, and of salted hides 846,139, compared with 
652,152 and 1,114,930 respectively in the corresponding 


period of 1920. 


This was due to the United States taking 


but a fraction of her former requirements of dry hides and 


reducing considerably her purchases of salted. 


The depres- 


sion would have been much more accentuated except for in- 


creased shipments to Germany and Scandinavia. 


Of horse 


hides only some 12,000 were exported, against ten times 
that quantity in the 1920 period. 


TANNING INDUSTRY. 


The tanning industry is not so important as might have 
been expected, seeing that the raw materials—hides and 
quebracho tanning extract—are two staple products and 


exports of the country. 


Nevertheless, 


the war greatly 


stimulated both the quality and quantity of local leathers, 
and the tanneries are now producing good qualities of box 
calf and black glacé kid to the detriment of the import 


trade. 


Practically all sole leather is produced locally, and 


during the war there was a spasmodic exportation to Kurope 


for military requirements. 


Leather for 


bags, harness and 


saddlery, belts, ete., is produced locally, but in inferior 


qualities. 


In spite of the great advantage of producing 


the raw materials there is no early prospect of the Argen- 
tine Republic changing from an importer of high class 
leather and leather goods to an exporter even of lower 


grades.

ENCOURAGEMENT OF NEW INDUSTEIES. 
(From H.M. Chargé d’Affaires.) 








QUITO. 

The following is a translation of a Decree relating to con- 
cessions to private parties desirous of establishing new in- 
dustries in Ecuador, which has been recently promulgated 
by the Congress of the Republic of Ecuador : — 

Article 1.—In order to encourage industrial development 
in the country, the Executive Power is hereby authorised to 
draw up contracts with private parties desirous of estab- 
lishing new industries, under the conditions hereunder 
enumerated : — 

Article 2.—Persons desirous of drawing up contracts for 
the purpose referred to in the preceding Article _ shall 
present to the Executive the corresponding plans, list of the 
articles to be produced, descriptive memorandum, as well as 
a declaration stating the minimum period within which the 
projected industry shall be in actual operation. 

Article 3.—Conformably with the above-mentioned in- 
formation, the Executive shall, should it be deemed con- 
venient, draw up the respective contract of concession, in 
which shall be shown :— 

(a) Exemption of fiscal and municipal taxes on machinery, raw 
material not available in the country, as also on mannufac- 
tured material, for a period of from two to ten years, to take 
effect from the date of operation. 

(6) Exemption of all additional taxes on the capital employed for 
the industry, which shall only pay the millesimal contribu- 
tion determined by the law in force. 

It must be understood that the individuals or corporat ons 
to enjoy this exemption shall be those only that are duly 
established and are legally represented in the country. 

(c) The obligation incurred by the manufacturer for payinent of 
the fine to be determined by the Executive in the event of 
the industry referred to in the contract not being esta lished. 

This obligation shall, in all cases, be guaranteed by a 
security determined by the Executive, who may grant an 
extension for the establishment of the industry on presenta- 
tion of documents in justification thereof. 

Article 4.—The Executive Power is likewise authorised to 
grant similar concessions to industries already estal lished. 

Article 5.—The Executive shall regulate the provis:ons of 
this Decree, and shall see that all persons and corporations 


benefited by such exemption are engaged in the development 


of the industries for which they have been organised.

COMMUNICATIONS 

INDUSTRY. 

The principal articles imported into Haiti from the United 
Kingdom are thread, hosiery, piece-goods, jute bags, iron- 
mongery, agricultural tools, machetes, hose, pickaxes, cod- 
fish, etc., and some earthenware. ‘The chief competitors 
with the United Kingdom are the United States and France. 
Exporters in the United States send catalogues, sometimes 
illustrated, of their wares to all merchants in Haiti, and 
this facilitates to a great extent the commerce between the 
two countries, states H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Port-au- 
Prince in his Annual Report on Economic and Commercial 
Conditions in Haiti.

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INLAND COMMUNICATIONS. 


Since the American occupation the means of communica. 
tion with the interior and other towns by land have been 
developed to a great extent, and it is now possible to travel 
from the capital to practically all the more important towns 
of the Republic except Jacmel. 

A narrow gauge railway, owned by the Haitian-American 
Corporation, runs from Port-au-Prince to Lake Asusi, a 
distance of 28 miles, and from Port-au-Prince to Leogane 
in a westerly direction to a distance of about 22 miles, 
There are also five miles of tramway in Port-au-Prince 
owned by the same company. 

The National Railroad Company of Haiti is owned by the 
National City Bank of New York, and its line (standard 
gauge) runs from Port-au-Prince to St. Marc, a distance of 
about 60 miles. It was intended to continue the line to 
Cape Haiti and about 39 kilometres have been built from 
that town. From Gonaives to Ennery about 33 kilometres 
have also been built. 

A French cable company operate a telegraph service via 
Cape Haiti and Mole St. Nicholas, while the United States 
Government conducts a radio-telegraphic service. 

STEAMSHIP SERVICES. 

The following steamship lines carry on a regular service 
between Haiti and the United States and Kurope :—

de Macoris, Porto Rico, and Martinique.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENTS. 

The United West Indies Corporation, an American com- 
pany, has acquired large tracts of land in different parts 
of the Republic for agricultural purposes, and has given the 
Haitian labourer the first opportunity of seeing steam 
ploughs, etc. This company has not been very successful, 
principally, it is said, on account of the heavy and _ pro- 
longed drought of the past two years. 

In 1917 a large sugar factory, with a capacity for grind- 
ing 2,000 tons of cane per 24 hours, was erected on the out- 
skirts of Port-au-Prince by the Haitian American Corpora- 
tion. There are also three brick factories at Arcahaie—a 
village near Port-au-Prince—and two cigarette factories 
and one small cigar factory at Port-au-Prince. 

There has been no improvement worthy of note at Port- 
au-Prince in the long-standing shortage of houses. The 
supply is still inadequate to meet requirements, despite 
the increase of the population of the capital, and the 
frequent fires, and because of the high cost of building 
materials, very few houses were built during the war. The 
need of accommodation, especially for the middle class, 1s 
therefore as keenly felt as ever.

SPAIN—-NORWAY. 
PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 8th December contains the 
text of a provisional Commercial Agreement concluded be- 
tween Norway and Spain by an Exchange of Notes, dated 
Ist December. 

The agreement, which has already entered into force and 
which is to terminate on 31st March next, provides that :—

EAST AFRICA. 





TRANSPORT FACILITIES 

The most important steamship lines serving the coast of 
Mast Africa are those running from EKurope and South 
Africa, from the United States of America and South 
Africa, and from India and South Afiica. There is also a 
coastal service. 

The deep sea lines generally call at the main ports along 
the coast, viz., Mombasa (Kilindini), Tanga, Zanzibar and 
Dar-es-Salaam, and are supplemented by the ‘ feeder ”’ 
traffic of the coastal lines calling at the smaller ports, such 
as Kismayu, Lamu, Bagamoyo, Kilwa, Lindi, ete. In addi- 
tion there is, during the monsoons, a certain amount of 
dhow traffic from India and the Persian Gulf, and also cen- 
tred on Zanzibar, states H.M. Trade Commissioner at 
Nairobi, Kenya Colony, in his recent Report on the Trade 
and Commercial Prospects of Kast Africa. (H.M. Station- 
ery Office, price ls. 3d. net.) 


RAILWAY SERVICES. 


Besides the island of Zanzibar the main trade centres on 
the coast are the three ports mentioned above, viz., Mom- 
basa, Tanga, and Dar-es-Salaam, the starting points of the 
three railways serving East Africa. From the first named, 
the Uganda Railway runs through Kenya to Kisumu, Lake 
Victoria Nyanza, and traffic to and from U ganda is carried 
by steamer to lake ports such as Kampala, “Jinja, ete., and 
the two small branches of the Uganda Railway in Uganda, 
viz., Busoga Railway, 61 miles, and the Port Bell-Kampala 
Railway, five miles. There are two branches of the Uganda 
Railway in Kenya, viz., Nairobi-Thika branch, to tap the 
coffee-growing district, and a branch line from Magadi 
Junction to Magadi Lake. ‘Tanga is the terminus of the 
Tanga iine which taps the fertile Usumbara Valley in the 
north of Tanganyika Territory, and hence has hitherto been 
the principal export port of Tanganyika Territory. This 
line is connected up to the Uganda Railway by a line built 
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by the military authorities during the war from Moschi to 
Vol. 

Dar-es-Salaam is the terminus of the Central Tanganyik: 
Railway which traverses Tanganyika Territory to Kigoma 
on Lake Tanganyika. This line was undoubtedly built by 
the Germans for strategic purposes, as much of it runs 
through unproductive country, but it has an added import- 
ance in that it deals with a certain amount of the transit 
trade to and from the Belgian Congo. To assist this transit 
trade the Belgian Government has its own transit sheds, 
honded facilities, etc., at both Kigoma and Dar-es-Salaam. 
It should here be noted that a certain amount of the trade 
of Tanganyika Territory, namely, that of the north-western 
districts south of Lake Victoria Nyanza, is dealt with by 
the Uganda Railway and steamer service to the southern 
lake ports. 

Ligut Raitway PROJEcT. 


ixperiments are being made with the Stronach-Dutton 
light railway system in Uganda, the Government having 
built a 50-mile line from Kampala to tap a large cotton 
district. If this trial is successful other lines are bound 
to follow early. 
Roap TRANSPORT. 


With the exception of Uganda, East Africa can be said to 
possess no road system. Most of the feeder traffic in Kenya 
and Tanganyika Territory to the railway is effected by ox 
wagon over rough tracks. Roads as generally understood 
exist in the towns only, though they are yearly increasing 
in Kenya, and it is now just possible to motor in the dry 
season from Nairobi to Kampala. For a long while, how- 
ever, this ox transport is bound to do most of the feeding 
to the railway from the agricultural districts. 

in Uganda, on the contrary, there is a good network of 
roads. This is partly owing to the lack of railway facili- 
ties encouraging Government and private motor trans- 
port, which is well patronised. It is found that the three- 
ton lorry is the most serviceable motor vehicle in Uganda. 





SOUTH AFRICA. 





ARRIVALS AT UNION PORTS IN JUNE 
QUARTER. 

During the quarter ended 30th June last 274 vessels 
arrived at Durban, an increase of 42. compared with the 
corresponding period of the previous year, states the 
‘South African Railways and Harbours Magazine.’’ The 
cargo Janded totalled, iowever, only 147,806 tons, a decrease 
of 58,459 tons compared with June quarter, 1920. On the 
other hand cargo shipped during the quarter increased 
203,736 tons. Calls at the port for bunkers numbered 75, 
compared with 46 in the corresponding period of last year. 

Vessels arriving at Buffalo Harbour during the three 
months under review totalled 109, an increase of 15 vessels. 
Cargo landed amounted to 35,551 tons, a decrease of 
24,639 tons. Cargo shipped showed an increase of 31,898 
tons as compared with June quarter, 1920. 

At Algoa Bay 110 vessels arrived during the quarter, a 
decrease of 19 vessels. Cargo landed totalled 37,423 tons, a 
decrease of 41,435 tons; cargo shipped increased 37,449 tons. 

Vessels arriving at Mossel Bay during the quarter 
numbered 22, an increase of two vessels. Cargo landed 
amounted to 3,653 tons, a decrease of 59 tons compared 
vith the June yuarter of last year. 

Vessels calling at Walfish Bay numbered 19. an increase 
ef lL. Cargo landed totalled 3,615 tons, an increase of 273 
tons, while cargo shipped aggregated 13,552 tons during 
the June quarter of the present year, showing an increase 
of 12.938 tous over the corresponding quarter of 1920.

MEXICO. 





CONDITIONS IN THE MINING INDUSTRIES, 


The year 1920 opened with great prosperity for the min- 
ing industry in Mexico owing to the high prices ruling for 
silver, copper, and lead, states H.M. Consul-General at 
Mexico City in his recent Report on Kconomic and Finan- 
cial Conditions in Mexico. (H.M. Stationery Office, price 
ls. net.) 


This state of prosperity was, however, changed to one of 
great depression towards the end of the year by the sudden 
slump in the prices of those metals. There are upwards of 
70,000 mining claims in the country, of which 31,000 are 
paying taxes and 4,000 are being actively exploited. A 
conservative estimate places the value of the mining indus- 
try, including 3,136 mines, railways, capital invested, 
machinery, etc., at 400 million pesos. 


DEVELOPMENT Work. 


Considerable activity was manifested during the year by 
several of the large gold and silver mining Companies in 
securing new properties to replace those which showed signs 
of approaching exhaustion. The companies at El Oro, 
which carried on operations steadily throughout the year, 
were particularly active im this respect. 


KErrect oF Coat MINERS’ STRIKE. 


In addition to the depression caused by the fall in the 
prices of minerals, great difficulties were caused to the 
mining companies in the north by the protracted strike of 
coalminers in Lower California. As a result of this the 
fuel for the smelters was cut off and nearly all of them 
had to close down at the end of the year. It will be 
some time before the supply of fuel becomes normal again 
owing to the flooding of some of the mines and to the 
damage done to the machinery. It is estimated that fully 
60 per cent. of the mines normally active were closed down 
at the end of 1920. Much trouble was caused all over the 
country by lack of oil fuel owing to the shortage of tank cars 
for its transportation. 


INADEQUATE Transvort FACILITIES. 


There is no doubt that Mexico possesses great sources of 
mineral wealth so far undeveloped, but the absence of ade- 
quate transport facilities and the general state of unrest 
under which the country has laboured during the last few 
years have rendered it difficult or impossible to exploit these 
resources. It is, however, anticipated that with the settle- 
ment of the country the output of mineral wealth from 
Mexico will greatly increase.

Coat MINING. 


Coal has been mined for over twenty years. There 
are deposits of lignite coal near the border at Laredo, and 
other known coalfields are in Oaxaca and Guerrero. The 
most important deposits, however, are the coalfields at 
Sabinas (where there are 700 beehive coke ovens and three 
retort coke oven plants, the latter having a capacity of 
about 10,000 tons of coke per month) and Coahuila, which 
are estimated to be about 400 square miles in extent. The 
coal is of good coke-producing quality. About 1,000,000 tons 
per annum were mined before the revolution, but this 
figure has now fallen to about half. The railways use from 
20,000 to 30,000 tons per month, as compared with 75,000 
tons consumed before the revolution. All the coal produced 
in Mexico is used in the country. The coal reserves may 
he estimated at about 100,000,000 tons. 
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BRITISH INDIA. 





IMPORTS AND EXPORTS OF TEXTILES IN 
1920-21. 


There has been a considerable increase in the imports of 
sewing cotton during the past year, and it is satisfactory to 
note that British makers are still pre-eminent in this 
trade, states H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India and 
Ceylon in his General Review of the Conditions and Pro- 
spects of British Trade in India (H.M. Stationery Office, 
price 5s. net). The total imports of sewing cotton for the 
year 1920-21 amounted to £911,968, of which amount the 
United Kingdom absorbed £846,173, as compared with 
£495,547 and £447,539 respectively for the preceding year. 
Japan was the chief competitor with the United Kingdom, 
her share amounting to £11,266 in 1920-21 and £37,849 for 
the preceding year. Japanese imports were purely a war 
development, and this competition has, as shown by the 
above figures, now subsided. 


KinaAx MANUFACTURES

The imports of yarn are trivial, and are entirely drawn 
from the United Kingdom. The most important trade is 
that in canvas, of which, before the war, the United King- 
dom contributed the entire imports. In 1919-20 the United 
Kingdom’s share was 74 per cent., and the Japanese propor- 
tion 25 per cent. Japanese imports have increased steadily 
during the past five years. Calcutta is the largest market. 
The linen piece-goods imported are principally of the finer 
qualities, and this largely accounts for the fact that the 
trade is almost entirely British. Shipments of £3,354 were 
received from Japan in 1919-20, but United Kingdom 
manufacturers should continue to control this trade without 
much competition. The imports of sewing thread and linen 
thread was also predominantly British. Under the he: ding 
‘‘ other kinds,’’ the United Kingdom supplied 8&8 per cent., 
Japan & per cent., and the United States less than 2 per 
cent. The trade in linen bags and sacks has fallen to 
negligible proportions, less than £1,000 worth being im- 
ported in 1919-20, of which China supplied the greater por- 
tion. It has been proved that there are possibilities in 
India tor the production of flax on a considerable scale, but 
so far very little has been done and there is no flax manu- 
facturing industry. 


JUTE MANUFACTURES. 


The total amount of jute manufactures for the year 
1920-21 amounted to £262,878, of which the British Empire 
absorbed over £237,000, as compared with £269,390 and 
£224,000 respectively for the preceding year. 

In 1919-20 the imports of jute canvas amounted to 
924,535 yards, valued at £96,831. The United Kingdom 
supphed £71,270, and Japan £25,411. In normal pre-war 
times the whole of the canvas imported came from the east 
coast of Scotland, but, during the war, Japan increased her 
shipments until 1917-18, since when she has ste: adily de- 
clined, and the only serious competition Scottish makers of 

canvas now have to meet is that from the Calcutta mills, 
which are making great advances in the finer jute t fabrics 
and are beginning to enter trades such as the canvas and 
fine Hessian trades, which they did not touch before the 
war. As regards eunny bags, the trade is now divided be- 
tween Ceylon and the U nited Kingdom. In 1919-20 Ceylon 
shipped £63,305 and the United Kingdom £59,959 of a total 
of £127,839. The imports of gunny cloth and rope and 
twine amounted to only £16,778 and £9,540 respectively, 
& great part of which came from the United Kingdom. 
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Sink MANUFACTURES. 


Although this is a trade in which the United Kingdom 
has a comparatively small share, India is such an important 
market that it deserves special comment. The following 
table shows the most important types for the years 1919-20 
and 1926-21 :—

Among ‘ other countries’? are included Switzerland and 
Japan. In the last pre-war year the United Kingdom 
shipped £128,250 worth of silk mixtures, and it 1s satisfac- 
tory to note that the United Kingdom is gradually regain- 
ing her position. 


S1LK PIECE-GOODS. 


The import of silk piece-goods is enormous, the value of 
such imports for the year 1920-21 amounting to £4,106,964, 
as compared with £5,239,917 for the previous year. The 
bulk of the imports came from Japan and China, the United 
Kingdom’s share for 1920-21 and 1919-20 amounting to only 
£107,951 and £40,658 respectively. The import of silk 
sewing thread is only a small trade and is entirely in the 
hands of the United Kingdom. Other kinds of manutac- 
tured silk are principally drawn from the United Kingdom 
and the United States. 


WooLLEN MANUFACTURES. 


The total imports of varns and knitting wool amounted to 
£247,343 in 1920-21, as compared with £59,449 for the pre- 
vious vear. The imports are almost entirely of knitting 
wools of the tvpe known as ‘‘ Berlin wool ’’ and were for- 
merly supplied by Germany and Austria. It is satisfactory 
to note that the United Kingdom’s share increased during 
the war and in 1919-20 the United Kingdom supplied 67 per 
cent. and Japan 32 per cent. It will be interesting to note 
whether the United Kingdom will be able to hold the 
position in the face of future German competition. 
Japanese imports were considerable during the war, but it 
is doubtful whether their quality will compete successfully 
with that from Central Kurope when normal conditions 
recur. There is practically no demand in India for the 
staple woollen and worsted yarns which are produced in the 
West Riding of Yorkshire. 


CareEts AND Rugs. 


The imports of carpets and rugs during the year 1920-21 
amounted to £200,672, as compared with £157,234 for the 
previous year. The United Kingdom imports showed a 
striking recovery, amounting to £132,076, as compared -vith 
£52,763 for the previous vear, and taking into account the 
fact that Persian and Turkish carpets are non-competitive, 
it mav be estimated that the United Kingdom in 1920-21 
supplied at least 90 per cent. of Kuropean or American 
manufactured carpets and rugs. 


Woo.LLEN PIECE-GooDs. 


The imports of woollen piece-goods amounted to £4,611,780 
for the vear 1920-21, as compared with £1,266,749 in 
1919-20. Of these amounts the United Kingdom and Japan 
absorbed £4, 118,698 and £201,552, as compared with 
£1,190,319 and £47,235 respectively in 1919-20.

EXPORT OF RAW HIDES AND SKINS: 
TIME EXTENSION FOR PRODUCTION OF 
CERTIFICATES. 

The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ”’ of 24th November contains 
the following communiqué, dated 21st November, 1921, 
which has been issued by the Government of India: 

Under the Notification of the Government of India, dated 
3rd April, 1920, a rebate of two-thirds of the duty on raw 
hides and skins exported to destinations within the Empire 
is allowed, on execution by the exporter of a bond guar- 
anteeing payment of the remainder of the duty, in the 
event of failure to produce within six months from the 
date of shipment a certificate from an authority designated 
for the purpose of showing that raw hides or skins had been 
delivered to a tanner within the Empire. In view of the 
present position of the trade, the Government of India have 
instructed Collectors of Customs to allow exporters of raw 
hides and skins shipped to destinations within the Einpire 
before Ist October, 1920, three years from the date of ship- 
ment within which to produce the prescribed certificates.

IMPORT OF TEXTILE SAMPLES, 
CATALOGUES, PRICE LISTS, ETC. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that in 
virtue of an Order published in the ‘‘ Monitor Polski ’’ for 
29th November, samples of textiles will be admitted into 
Poland without any restriction provided the size does not 
exceed 16 by 10 centimetres. If this size is exceeded the 
samples will be admitted free of duty only if they are 
so cut or perforated as to render them unfit for use. Such 
cutting or perforating may take place only with the consent 
of the consignee. No special import permit for these 
samples will be required. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary adds that a further Order 
published on the same date provides that catalogues, price

IMPORTATION OF MOTOR OMNIBUSES. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Bucharest has forwarded 
iranslation of a Decree of 5th November which provides that 
motor omnibuses destined to run on public services may 
be imported into Roumania at one-tenth of the duty (300 
lei per 100 kilogs.) prescribed in the Roumanian Customs 
Tariff under Tariff No. 752.

PROPOSED MODIFICATION OF IMPORT 
DUTY ON EMBROIDERTIES. 

ln March last a Bill was introduced into and passed by 
the French Chamber of Deputies for the modification of 
Customs Tariff, No. 459 bis (Idmbroideries) so as to increase 
largely the ‘‘ General ” Tariff rates of duty, and to revise 
the ‘f Minimum ”’ Tariff rates, in some cases in the direc- 
tion of increases and in others of decreases. The Bill has 
recently been cousidered by the Customs Conumission of the 
Senate, which has recommended that discusston of the 
proposal should be postponed until the time comes for con- 
sidering a definite revision of the whole of the French 
Customs Tariff. 

The Commission, on the other hand, recommend that the 
existing ‘ coefficients of increase ”? applicable to the duties 
on embroideries should be modified as follows:

The Committee are directed after 
ascertaining the facts to report to the President of ihe 
Board of Trade (a) whether the conditions specified in 
Section 2, sub-Section (1) of the Saieguarding of Industries 
Act, 1921, are fulfilled; (b) on the effect which the imposi- 
tion of a duty under Part II. of the Act on goods of the 
class or description covered by the complaint would exert 
on employment in any other industry being an industry 
using goods of that class or description as material; and 
(c) whether in the opinion of the Committee production in 
the industry manufacturing similar goods in the United 
Kingdom is being carried on with reasonable efficiency and 
economy.
